Buell at this time was in the process 
of being allowed to return to Connecticut to resume his engraving ac¬ 
tivities there Is it possible that the sum mentioned above, rather than, 
or in conjunction with, his spouse s industry allowed him to pay the 
debt 1 ' .As a young man beginning his notable career as silversmith, 
typefounder, and engraver. Buell 1741-1822'. the Dictionary of Amen 
can Biograph-, report*, employed "his craftsman’s skill in raising a se¬ 
nes of five-shilling Connecticut notes to the more comfortable denomi- 
natson of five pound* For this error of judgment and conduct he was

Arranged chronologically rather 
than by denomination, this innovation was not well received at the 
time, and has seldom been used since. An extremely successful Boston 
bean baker, Parmelee began collecting by sorting through the large 
cents from his daily receipts. He sold duplicates but continually up¬ 
graded his personal collection. In his first major coup, he purchased

the superb collection formed by George F. Seaby, which was slated to 
be sold at auction. He acquired the Brevoort collection in 1876, the 
magnificent Bushnell collection, and purchased many rarities from 
Sylvester Crosby. A landmark catalogue. For whatever reasons, the 
sale was not a great commercial success, bringing a total of only 
$21,5000.

He sold the collection to Abe Kosoff in 
August 1960. Kosoff offered a group of 410 pieces for $18,000. The rem¬ 
nants of the collection were sold at auction by A-Mark [catalogued by 
Jack Collins] March 17, 1973.” In the first volume, Bitler has recorded 


the 1793s in his collection (and occasionally thereafter, including his 
99s and 04s), along with condition, acquisition date, and sometimes 
the source and earlier provenances. The basal values and the condi¬ 
tion censuses have also been amended throughout in red ink to reflect 
those present in the 1958 edition. Also included is Breen’s article en¬ 
titled “The ‘Strawberry’ Leaf Cents of 1793,” and a great number of 
interesting handwritten notes and observations throughout, including 
numbers known, unrecorded die states, diagnostic points, etc. Of his 
VF-20 1793 4-C, acquired in 1947, he writes: “this cent comes with a 
plain edge and is extremely rare in this condition. Owned by W. S. 
Bitler. Verified by Walter Breen.” The 1794 chapter he has aptly headed 
in red ink: “The favorite of all dates for die collectors.” He notes of the 
Plain Edge 1795 Jefferson Cent: “Another 35 turned up in Boston in 
1959.” A recap of varieties in his collection is recorded at the end of 
each chapter. ‘Table 24. Collector’s Log for the Early Cents,” has been 
annotated and includes the grade of each cent in Bitler’s collection, 
often including provenances such as Clapp, Sheldon, Chatham, French, 
Gaskill, Collins, Hines, Garrabrant, Du Pont, Newcomb, Gilbert, Prosky 
(sic), Breen, etc. The prodigious red ink notes on the plates record di¬ 
agnostic points in great detail. At the end of the volume, Bitler proudly 
records the total number of early cents in his collection: “Varieties — 
329 (34 NC); Sub Varieties — 7(1 NC); Total 336.” In the 1958 edition, 
Bitler has made several factual pencil corrections in the introductory 
text, along with red ink notes in the catalogue on new discoveries, rare 
varieties, diagnostic points on 1794s, rare varieties in his collection, 
diagnostic points on the 1793 plates, etc.

The coins realized a stunning $78,755 per lot...I have one complete, 
fully-annotated, set of the Hunt catalogues...I also have a half- 
annotated... copy of Part I, which was the first off the presses...After 
sale I, I copied many of my annotations into this edition [the copy at 
hand] which was my file copy (and back-up should I lose anything). 
The annotations in this copy include: The opening bids and the ham¬ 
mer prices of each lot (with a plus or minus sign next to the lot to 
indicate if it was over or under estimate), along with the buyer’s name 
[usually initials] or number and in some cases the underbidder as well. 
Within the provenance section I have also annotated the prices paid at 
many (if not most) of the previous auctions at which the coin had pre¬ 
viously been offered...Under each black and white image, in pencil, is 
the inventory number of the list provided by Hunts, along with their 
calculated price paid. As you can see for yourself, it makes for some 
fascinating reading. Apart from my fully-annotated set (and the one- 
half catalogue), as far as I know, only one other set with the Hunt’s 
prices paid exists (Tom Eden).” Though not noted in Tripp’s letter, a 
handwritten recap of the total coin sale results ($8,663,050), and the 
antiquities sale conducted on the same day ($11,398,200), is featured 
at the end of the catalogue, along with Hunt’s cost for the Greek and 
Roman coins sold that day. Despite the success of the sale, these fig¬ 
ures reveal the extent to which Hunt’s enthusiasm exceeded his judg¬ 
ment. The cost of the Greek coins totaled $11,097,060; those of the 
Roman $6,635,971. Thus, the hammer total of $7,875,000 comes to well 
less than half of the total amount paid.
